San Francisco, May 3. 

\ Prison guards drove through 
a hail of gunfire carly this 
morning to corner a group of 
tioting convicts in the Al- 
catraz Isfand Federal Prison 
coll block and rescucd 10 
guards who were being hold 
for hostages. 

At least one’ guard was kdill- 
ed and 14 injured in the bloody 
battle to quell one of the bold- 
est atrikes for freedom in 
American prison history. 

Four or five of the nation’s 
major desperadoes, are believed 
to be involved in the outbreak. 
In Washington, -D.C., James C. 
Bennett, head of the Fcderal 
Bureau ‘of Prisons; said that all. 
hostages have been rescued 
from the hands of the deaper- 
ute convicts. 

Prison guard B.A. Burch re- 
ported that the riot started at 
3 pm., San Frangfsco tinle, on 
Thursday, when he was over- 
powered by Bernard P. Ca: 
who is serving a 26-year sen- 
tence for bank robbery. He 
said Coy seized his rifle and 
pistol and then obtained other 
suns which he passed aut to ac- 
complices.

Sir Edward Cuthbort Bairstow, 
distinguished cathedral organist
